Over Airways Denied

The senate has killed a measure to give the Georgia Public 
Service Commission regulatory power over intrastate air commerce, 
and the house has withdrawn consideration of a proposal to ban 


closed shops in Georgia. 
This action was taken yesterday. 


Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savan- 
mah, senate president pro tem, 
and author of the dir commerce 
bill, served notice he would seek 
reconsideration of the measure 
which is opposed by Gov. Arnall 
and the air lines. : 

Failing by three votes to receive 
the requisite senate majority of 27 
votes, the defeated bill was a half 
page substitute to the original 
measure of 22 pages. Whereas the 
first bill designated the regula- 
tions to be enforced by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, the sub- 
stitute merely proposed the fol- 
lowing: 

“All intrastate air commerce 
shall be subject to supervision 
end regulation by the Georgia 
Public Service Commission in ac- 
cordance with any and all laws 
hereafter enacted by the general 
assembly prescribing regulations 
therefor.”

‘Serrig is a station on the main 
Saarbruecken-Trier rail line run- 
ning along the east bank of the 
river. 

The second crossing was at Ta- 
ben-Rodt, two and a half miles 
south of Serrig. Front reports said 
German opposition was limited to 
small-arms fire and that the Nazis 
had not yet opened up with artil- 
lery from the Siegfrieti line.

in a resolution adopted in the up- 
per house by a vote of 33 to 3. 
Under a substitute submitted by 
Sen. G. Everett Millican, author 
of the resolution, the senate’s ap- 
proval would be subject to the in- 
dorsement of the governor and 
the Georgia Publie Service Com- 
mission, as well as the lessee of 
the Western & Atlantic Railroad. 

An amendment by Sen. George 
Y. Harrell, of Lumpkin, also would 
require the attorney general's con- 
sent. It was adopted unanimously. 


The resolution, which now goes 
to the house, provides that: the 
state does not surrender its right, 
title or interest in or future en- 
joyment and use of the W. & A. 
property by nodding to the city’s 
request; neither the state nor the 
W. & A, railroad shall in any way 
be responsible for any damages 
growing out of the building and 
maintenance of the plazas, and 
the improvements may be plan- 
ned by separate units or block-to- 
block construction, as, for in- 
stance, from Central avenue to 
Pryor street, and from Pryor 
street to Whitehall street.

He was caustic in his criticism 
of the United States State De- 
partment’s handling of Latin 
American affairs, particularly of 
the Argentine situation. 

He decried what he called at- 
tempts to coerce Argentina by 
nonrecognition of the Argentine 
government. 

It was through coincidence that 
Welles spoke while the foreign 
ministers are in session. He was in- 
vited to make the speech several 
months ago, long before the Mex 
ico City conference was called.

FAIRBURN, Ga., Feb. 22.—A freakish, high-velocity wind travel- 
ing at more than 100 miles per hour swept in a northeasterly direc- 
tion through the edge of this suburban Atlanta town at 2:20 a. m. 
yesterday, leveling nine houses, causing the death of one woman and 
leaving several other buildings and structures damaged in a distinct 
path that could be easily traced by broken and uprooted trees, twisted 
tin roofing and crushed buildings. 


A Negro house, about a quarter 
of a mile from the church, was 
completely swept away, leaving 
only the floor and all of the fur- 
niture in the driving rain that fol- 
lowed the freakish gale. Six Ne- 
groes were asleep in the house 
when the wind struck, carrying 
the roof above their heads into a 
near-by field. None of the Negroes 
were injured, 

The homes of Luther Hardy, 
deputy sheriff, and Margaret 
Jones, both on Cole road, were 
partially damaged, in addition to 
several barns in the immediate 
vicinity. A small pavillion in the 
Fairburn cemetery was overturned 
and destroyed.

Outlining the five cardinal 
principles of United States policy, 
Stettinius declared that the 
United States would give active 
and full support to the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter,. which, he 
said, were upheld by the Big 
Three at Yalta. 

Other points in the U. S. foreign 
policy program as disclosed by 
Stettinius included the “earliest 
possible” final defeat of the Axis; 
measures to prevent Japan and 
Germany from aggression again: 
guarantees to the liberated peo- 
ples of Europe of their own gov- 
ernment and sovereign rights and 
creation of an international se- 
curity organization to preserve the 
peace of the world. 


Padilla made an eloquent plea 
for a comprehensive economic 
program for this continent, 
claring there is no excuse for the 
poverty of America.” 

“The war is the greatest social 
revolution of history,” he added. 
“We must realize the dream of 
the humble man of the world.”

BOMBER: EVERYWHERE 

One Eighth Air Force pilot, Lt. 
John Mitenbuler, of Loraine, Olo, 
gave this vivid description: 

“The bombers’ were hitting 
bridges, freight vards, tunrels and 


transportation everywhere. There 


were so many planes in the air 
you couldn’t move Bombers and 
swarms of fighters were piled 
layer on layer. The country there 
will never stop bouncing. 

“Fires were burning everywhere 
as fai as J could see. In one freight 
yaid every time a salvo of bombs 
hit, big balls of flame would shoot 
up, sometimes higher than the 
planes themselves.” 

Instead of dropping their bombs 
from 20,000 feet or higher as usual 
the four-engined Fortresses and 
Liberators swept over their targets 
at about 10,000 feet. Bomber gun- 


shoot at railway cars and other 
objects. 

Few Nazi planes were encoun- 
tered and the Allied escorts kept 
them from getting close to the 
Sombers. At most points flak was 
not. heavy. 


EXCELLENT RESULTS 


This absence of opposition from 
the enemy and the brilliant sun- 
shiny weather over most of the ob- 
jectives permitted careful bombing 
and excellent results. A few of 
the bombers ran into clouds and 
had to aim by instruments. 


The escorting fighters fanned 
out later to strafe moving trans- 
portation and machine gunned at 
least 100 locomotives, 300 rail cars 
and 30 motor vehicles. 

The Eighth Air Force fighters, 
taking on what opposition devel- 
oped, shot down six enemy planes 
—four jet-propelled. 

Tactical air force fighters sped 
back and forth across the battle 
lines, making repeated flights, and 
into more action than 
planes of the Eighth Air Force. A 
late count last night showed 21 


enemy planes destroyed in the air 


and no Allied planes missing.

U. S. Invades 
Capul Island 
In Philippines 


MANILA, Friday, Feb. 23.— () 
Veterans of the Americal Division 
invaded tiny Capul island in the 
San Bernardino straits just off 
Luzon’s long southern tip on 
Wednesday in a move to clear the 
Japanese from the main shipping 
route from the United States to 
Manila. 

Opposition was light. 

The small oval island, five miles 
long and two wide at the middle, 
commands the strait through which 
the Japanese sent a war fleet to 
harass the American invasion of 
Leyte last October. 

It lies directly between the ex- 
tensive southeastern tip of Luzon 
and the northern end of Samar 
island, which is practically in 
American hands. It is 260 airline 
miles southeast of Manila and 
about 325 by sea. 

MacArthur announced also that 
steady reduction of the remaining 
Japanese pocket in south Manila 
was continuing and said llth Air- 
borne Division Americans advanc- 
ing along the west coast of Laguna 
de Bay, southeast of Manila, 
reached the town of Muntinulpa. 

In the southern Caraballo moun- 
tains north of Manila Americans 
of the First Corps secured high 
ground east of Sison in the steady 
campaign to push the Japanese 
into the mountains of northeast 
Luzon. 

Heavy bombers swept enemy 
defense positions’ on eastern and 
western Luzon. Fighters and light 
bombers destroyed 15 gun posi- 
tions in the Antipolo-Montalban 
area west of Manila, where the 
enemy has been reported girding 
for a stand. 


Continued From Front Page 
formula while the CIO said the 
report had raised serious ques- 
tions affecting the nation and 
labor. 

Looking ahead, the public mem- 
bers sdid they presumed that the 
WLB would be responsible for 
stabilizing wage rates against a 
deflationary or inflationary move- 
ment in the reconversion period. 
They said the reconversion goal is 
“a level of production, distribu- 
tion and consumption high enough 
to absorb into peacetime produc- 
tion all the enormous capacity for 
production we have demonstrated 
in war.” 

As an aid to attaining that goal 
they proposed: 

1. Establishment through col 
lective bargaining of well-balanced 
wage rate schedules to replace the 
present haphazard structures of 
many companies. 

2. Development through collec- 
tive bargaining of effective pro- 
cedures for making wage determi- 
nations as well as price determi- 
nations which will enable recon- 
version plans to be made with as 
little delay and uncertainty as 
possible. 

3. Revision of the fair labor 
standards act to increase the pres- 
ent 40 cents an hour minimum 
wage and to establish minimum 
rates for a limited number of key 
occupations above the minimum 
starting rate. 

4. Calling of a general industry- 
labor conference to deal with 
basic principles and mutual obli- 
gations in the reconversion and 
postwar periods which, when form- 
ulated, might be incorporated in 
a national agreement,

Again and again Wednesday 
night and in the predawn hours of 
Thursday the Japanese counterat- 
tecked in force. Each attack was 
hurled back. Throughout the 
night countless enemy troops tried 
to filter through the Marine lines. 


PREDAWN ONSLAUGHT 


This morning the Marines ‘went 
over to the attack again. For 
hours the enemy lines held. At 
noon, however, the Marines were 
advancing slowly in the pouring 
rail. They had knocked out many 
enemy strong points and, Adm. 
Nimitz said generally weakened 
the formidable defenses of the 
central airdrome in the heart of 
Iwo. But Nimitz added: 

“There was little change in posi- 
tions of the front line.” ; 

It was a foot-by-foot advance. 
The Marines were believed to be 
about 200 yards from the south- 
ern edge of the airdrome. It was 
indicated that every yard would 
be redeemed by American blood 
before the first men stormed onto 
the field. 

In the south the battle was just 
as tough. There the Marines had 
the job of taking the Suribachi 
volcano, a mountain turned into a 
fortress. 


JAP BOMBS HIT FLEET 


It was at sunset Wednesday, 
— revealed, that the first 
enemy planes broke through the 
American aerial screen to reach 
the invasion fleet. Bombers and 
fighters swept through to the fleet 
area, and Nimitz said that they 
did some damage to fleet units.

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Peace Focus on Mexico City 


There is now in progress an inter-Amer- 
ican conference at Mexico City which, in 
importance to the future peace of the 
‘world, is second only to the recent “Big 
Three” meeting at Yalta. 


The importance of the Mexico City 


meeting centers in, the fact, that it pro- 
poses to develop a unified Pan-American 
policy, primarily on economic and mone- 
tary @roblems, in advance of the coming 
United Nations meeting at San Francisco 
on April 25. It is vital to all hopes for 
successful organization of a world pro- 
‘gram for lasting peace that the nations of 
the Americas themselves demonstrate a 
new unity and new spirit of mutual con- 
cession. The Americas must show the 
world the way to the opening of markets 
and of sources of raw material, that will 
enhance the prosperity of all, without re- 
course to force. If the Americas cannot 
do this, there cart be little hope that the 
world as a whole can achieve such an 


objective. \ 


Availability both of markets and of raw 
materials to all must be achieved before 
there can be any. real hope of lasting 


world peace. For it is these two benefits 
over which most wars have begun. 


Many of the Latmn-American nations 
fear, properly so, a depression in the post- 
war years due to the end of heavy war- 
time purchases of raw materials by the 
United States. A depression is always a 
period of immediate danger to world 
peace. There must be, then, no artificial, 
handicaps, such as prohibitive ‘tariffs, no 
special privileges such as exclusive im- 
port rights, between the American na- 
tions. Only by such a policy can economic 
depression, with all its dangers and evils, 
be kept away from this continent. 


And it is self-evident that if depression 
is permitted to cast its dire shadow over 
any portion of the American world, the 
entire structure of any international or- 
ganization for peaee is thereby periled. 


Much depends, then, on successful 
agreement at the Mexico City conference 
on a new unity among the American na- 
tions and a specific, internation program 
of economic and monetary co-operation. 
The American nations can open the path 
of co-operation and point the way to the 
whole world.

The special conference committee 
named to reconcile differences in the re- 
drafts of the constitution passed in the 
two houses of the state legislature seems 
to have done the best possible job of sal- 
vaging the better features from both ver- 
sions. 


Certainly it is to be congratulated upon 
eliminating the iniquitous section where- 
under constitutional boards would have 
been subjected once again to political in- 
terference. . 


It is to be hoped that the senate will 
agree to deletion of this provision. Un- 
doubtedly it will unless—as has seemed in- 
creasingly evidenced by the action of re- 
cent. days—the lezislators are determined 
that efforts to modernize Georgia’s archaic 
constitution shall fail to receive public 
ratification. 

Adoption of a provision empowering 
future legislatures to throw out.members 
of constitutional boards, as well as to 
change their rate of pay at will, is per- 
haps the most effective step yet taken by 
opponents of constitution reform to insure 
that the people will reject the revised 
organic law.“ 


Not even the emasculating of the im- 


mensely popular home rule section in the 
commission’s version of the proposed new 
constitution will engender as great amount 
of public indignation as this latest action. 


For the people of Georgia have had 
their fill of political juggling of constitu- 
tional boards. . 


They have learned to their sorrow what 
can happen when the right to lop off 
board members at will is delivered into 
the hands of those who place political 
power above public good. 


One of the most valuable reforms ef- 


_fectuated during this entire administration 


is the placing of such units as the Board 
of Regents of the University System, the 
State Board of Education and the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles beyond the reach 
of partisan politics. 


And now, lo and behold, the senate at

Discusses Bar Bills 


(Editor’s Note: 
ie Se is sponsoring a program of judiciary reform in 

. 3 the current general assembly. At the request of 
The Constitution, Bar Association President Charles J. Bloch, of 
Macon, has written a special article outlining the purposes of pro- 
posed changes.) 


As finally presented to the general assembly, the legislative pro- 
gram sponsored by the Georgia Bar Association embraced the fol- 
lowing bills: 

1. To grant to superior courts, power to render declaratory 
judgments, 

2. The creation of a judicial council. 

3. To grant to the supreme court the power to prescribe rules 
of procedure for trial courts and rules of appellate practice. 

4. To revise the trust laws of the state. 

5. To provide for a petition to superior courts before sales under 
powers in deeds to secure debts would be considered final (fore- 
closure bill). 

6. To provide for the transmission of acts of the general assem- 
bly by the secretary of st to the clerks of the superior courts of 
each county, within 30 days of their approval by the Governor. 

7. To provide that sheriffs and their deputies may serve civil 
process in any county of the state. 

8. To require foreign corporations doing business in the state 
to file a copy of their charter with the secretary of state, and 
designate an agent upon whom process may be served. 

9. To grant to the supreme court the right to grant supersedeas 
in cases pending before i. 

10. Retirement of superior court judges. 

11. To provide for the appointment of a probation officer in 
each judicial circuit. 

12. To incorporate the bar of Georgia. 

13. To provide that the rule may be adopted by the supreme 
court regulating the holding of bar examinations so that such ex- 
aminations may be held in not more than three cities of the state 
and may last more than one day. 


Of these 13 bills, four have been passed by the 
senate and the house, have been signed by the 
Governor and are now the law. One of these laws is rather tech- 
nical in its nature but it nevertheless fills a need long required to 
be filled. Under that law (the Civil Process Act), a sheriff or his 
deputy of any county in the state may serve civil process in any 
other county. Parties and their counsel need no longer resort to 
the use of “second originals.” 

Another of these laws provides that the secretary of state shall 
within 30 days of the approval of a general law, send a copy of it 
to each clerk of the superior court in the state. Under present prac- 
tice, the bound volume of laws does not reach the general public 
until approximately six months after the adjournment of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

The other two bills now enacted into law are of far-reaching 
importance—the declaratory judgment law and the law conferring 
upon the supreme court the right to prescribe rules of procedure 
in trial courts and rules for appellate practice. 

The declaratory judgment law has been sought by the Georgia 
Bar Association for 11 years. Similar laws are of force in 41 
states of the Union. There is also a federal law on the subject, 
applicable only when the jurisdiction of the federal courts may 
otherwise be legally invoked. Under this law, in cases of actual 
controversy or in other cases where the ends of justice require it, 
the superior courts have power upon petition to declare rights and 
other legal relations. Space does not permit a detailed discussion 
of the good which will be accomplished by this law. Suffice it to 
say that heretofore a citizen of Georgia, doubtful of his rights under 
a contract or being placed in any other situation the legal status of 
which was in doubt, had to take a step in the dark and then turn 
on the light to see if he had stepped into a hole. Now he may, by 
— of the declaratory judgment law, turn on the light and then take 

is step. 


Opportunity The statute conferring the rule-making power 
on the supreme court offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity for the adoption of a modern code of court procedure which 
has been presented to the people of Georgia since the adoption of 
the Uniform Procedure Act of 1893. The supreme court, aided by 
a committee of actively practicing attorneys, is authorized to formu- 
late rules of procedure, pleading and practice in civil proceedings 
and rules for appeal or review in all cases, civil and criminal. 
These rules will not have the force of law until they shall have 
been approved by a subsequent session of the general assembly. 
This last provision may be criticized. I am confident, however, 
that when the justices of our highest court, laboring unselfishly, 
and aided by attorneys representative of the bar of Georgia, pre- 
pare such rules, that those rules will be adopted by our general 
assembly. Our first code of 186], and all subsequent codes, have 
been similarly prepared and adopted.

Nations Must Unite 
To Win World Peace 


No matter how individual understanding or 
opinion about the war varies, there is one basic 
fact self-evident to everybody. That is, Ger- 


many and Japan could not be defeated if it were not that the free 


nations of the world are united. The one, outstanding, great fact 
is the United Nations. Together we shall eliminate both Germany 
and Japan as threats to future world peace. Alone, the brutal 
Nazis and the Nips would, ere this, have conquered and enslaved 
the world. 

It is just as difficult a task, probably more difficult, to win the 
peace as it has been to win the war. And it is just as true that 
we cannot win that peace—which means ending war for all the 
discernable future—unless we act as United Nations, as it is that 
we could not win the war save as United Nations. 

The groundwork for creation of the great force for peace repre 
sented in a United Nations formed of all free countries in the 
world, has been laid. At the Dumbarton Oaks conference the frame- 
work for such a world organization was set up. Backed by over- 
whelming public opinion, both our houses of congress have gone 
on record as favoring such an organization; the house in the Ful- 
bright resolution, the senate in the Connally resolution, 

There is to be held, at San Francisco on April 25, a further 
world conference, a conference which is expected to advance along 
the road to fruition the plans laid at Dumbarton Oaks. It is of 
vital importance that public opinion, the final arbiter of this na- 
tion’s destinies, be heard so plainly that the San Francisco con- 
ference delegates from the United States shall know, beyond perad- 
venture of doubt, that the people of the United States will accept 
no breakdown in the program of world security through world 
unity and world, co-operation. 

Public opinion must, also, make itself so impressive upon all 
members of the United States senate that that body, which must 
ratify by two-thirds majority any treaty of peace finally reached, 
and any decision for U. S. participation in world organization or 
world court, will know emphatically how the people, the senate’s 


constituents and masters, feel. 
There is striking similarity, on larger 


We Have Example scale, ‘between these modern-day begin- 


nings of a lasting United Nations, and the beginnings of the union 
between the original states, in this country, which resulted in the 
great United States of America of today. 

When first the 13 original states won their independence from 
Great Britain, there followed years of rivalry and bickering be- 
tween the different states which could easily have developed., in 
America, into a group of competitive, severed states or nations, 
similar to the varied nations of Europe. 

Each of those 13 states enacted tariff laws agaihst the goods 
and products of the others. They were quarrelsome, jealous and, 
in more than one instance, there were flareups of armed conflict 
between citizens of one state and another. 

But, the fathers of the nation, in their wisdom, met once more 
and drew up that constitution which has since been the envy of 
other nations and the blueprint for freedom all over the world. 

The nation, founded upon that constitution, was not yet over its 
troubles. It was foreordained that it should be one nation, but it 
was a long time before it became “united” in fact. It took a great 
war, the War Between the States, to determine once and for all 
that the union of the states was to be permanent. 

The creation of a workable, accept- 


It Will Not Be Easy able United Nations of the World, to 


live together in harmony, to know security from hunger and from 
the fear of war, will take long and patient years. Perhaps even 
longer than it took to complete the task of creating a truly United 
States of America. ) 

But it can be done. And, not in this generation, but in some 
blessed era of the future, the great dream will become reality. 

It will call for understanding among all men and all races of 
the basic human brotherhood of all. It will call for free commercial 
intercourse wherever men’s ships and planes can travel. It will 
call for the elimination of national greeds and covetousness, for 
the end of jealous tariff walls, for free interchange of goods, of 
raw materials and of peoples. It will be necessary that we all 
learn that poverty in one part of the world inevitably means un- 
pleasant reaction in all others. 

But no matter how many old prejudices, old jealousies, old 
nationalisms we have to relinquish, if it keeps the world at peace 
it will be worth while. For, if world war three ever comes, it 
will be the end. The end of civilization, the end of humankind. 
There will be none left, after world war three, to work for peace 


or for any other cause.

More interest is now be- 
ing shown in the measure than 
ever before, and that interest will 
not wane, but grow more and 
more. In fact, the time will come 
when we will have home rule in 
Georgia, because there are those 


who ‘will keep hammering away | 


at it, and more and more people 
will become actively interested in 
it. 

Never did Cato make a speech 
in the Roman senate that he didn't 
conclude, it is said, with the words, 
“Carthago Delenda Est,” Carthage 
must be destroyed. And after years 
Carthage was destroyed. There 
are those in Georgia who will nev- 
er cease their fight for home rule 
in Georgia until it is a law, and 
our prediction is that some day 
Georgians will send to the legis- 
lature those who will carry out the 
wishes of the people, and we will 
have home rule. 

This legislature may fail us at 
this point, but it is not going to be 
long until members of the body 
are going to be loosed from this 
dictatorial power and will serve 
the will of the people. It could be 
an issue in the next gubernatorial 
race and may be.

Prejudice Rules 
Too Many Congressmen 


WASHINGTON.—The criticiam is often made 

9 of congress that a majority of its members vote 

| , according to their prejudices rather than from 
any intelligent analysis of the matter under consideration. 

Nothing better illustrates the truth of that statement than the 

vote taken in the lower house on recommitting the George bill, 

which was designed to pave the way for the confirmation of former 

Vice President Wallace.as secretary of commerce by divorcing all 

federal lending agencies from the jurisdiction of the department. 


The George bill did a clean job of stripping these agencies from 
the department. It took them all away—lock, and barrel. 
Not one was left. 

But the Republicans, bent on politics and aided by a few dis- 
gruntled southern Democrats, sought to go a step further. They 
demanded that the bill be amended to make the secretary of com- 
merce ineligible to sit as a director on the board of the Export- 
Import Bank, another of the giant government lending agencies. 

They wanted to remove the bank from all jurisdiction of the 
department. 

Also, they insisted on amending the War Powers Act in such a- 
way that the President in the future would have no authority to 
transfer the lending agencies back to the Department of Com- 
merce, as he did at the time Jesse Jones was named secretary of 
commerce.

Rep. Brown, the ranking majority member of the Banking and 
Currency Committee which reported out the George bill, went to 
some pains to explain that the secretary of commerce has abso- 
lutely no jurisdiction over affairs of the Export-Import Bank. 

The bank, he pointed out, is in the hands of Leo T. Crowley, 
foreign economic administrator, “who controls all the stock and 
appoints all the members of the board of trustees.” 

“Wallace is not on the board,” he reminded the house. “He is 
not on it today, and would not automatically become a member by 
being confirmed as secretary of commerce. 32 The Export-Import 


Bank is not in the Commerce Department. 

As for the War Powers Act, which it was proposed to amend 
by sending the bill back to the Banking and Currency Committee, 
Mr. Brown pointed out that that was a subject over which his 
committee had absolutely no jurisdictjen. The judiciary committee 
is the house body having authority over such legislation. 

And yet the Republicans were seeking to recommit the bill to 
the banking committee. Why? For the obvious reason that they 
hoped thus to kill the George bill, feeling that this would be a 
sure way of defeating the Wallace nomination. a 


Sl ap at FDR Moreover, the house was reminded further that 
p any attempt to amend the War Powers Act was 
a gratuitous slap at the President, since Mr. Roosevelt had already 
pledged himself to sign the George bill and accept its provisions 
for taking the lending agencies away from commerce. 

To amend the act as proposed under those circumstances would 
be equivalent to saying to the President: “We don't believe you.” 

Thus, as Rep. Brown so ably pointed out, the two amendments 
insisted upon by the Republicans were entirely mea and to 
no purpose, save only to embarrass the Wallace 


Now, what does a vote of that kind mean? Only one thing, of 
course. It means simply that those who were determined to send 
the bill back to committee in an effort to kill it were voting strictly 
out of prejudice. For one reason or another, political mostly. they 
were prejudiced against the Wallace nomination and were willing 
to resort to any means of blocking it. 

Congress is too often like that. 

Final proof that politics and prejudice were the determining 
factors in the recommittal vote is found in the fact that all but 
two house Republicans cast their ballots to send the bill back to 
committee. There is only one word for such solidarity: prejudice 


or hypocrisy.

‘It is inspiring to listen to the 
commander, himself still a young 
man at 38, and it has been inspir- 
ing to see the general friendly re- 
action in this country to the Cri- 
mea conference from which came 
the decision to go forward with 
plans for a security organization 
at San Francisco. 

But the little .disturbing voices 
are beginning to be heard. You 
hear them at the capitol, from the 
floor and in the lobbies, picking at 
this and that. It's Poland and the 
Polish settlement now. Later, it 
will be the problems of other 
small nations which have national 
groups here, especially in our 
larger urban areas. There are

The danger is that these voices

sider the whole American people. 
They form alliances and blocs, 
they seek reservations, just as hap- 
pened 25 years ago when the 
League of Nations was defeated 
by the senate, 

There’s a frank confession of 
this on record by one of the par- 
ticipants in that battle 25° years 
ago—former Sen. James E. Wat- 
son—which it is well to poniler 
now, In his autobiography, Sen. 
Watson tells how Sen. e, 
Massachusetts, Republican lesder 


and chairman of the Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee, called him in 
about 30 days after the senate be- 
gan to debate the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and asked him to be his spe- 
cial representative to organize the 
fight against the league. The Indi- 
ana senator writes of his talk with 
Mr. Lodge: 

Senator,“ I said to him, ‘I 
don’t see how we are ever gcing 
to defeat this proposition. It ap- 
pears to me that 60 per cent of the 
people are for it. Fully that per- 
centage of the preachers are right 
now advocating it, churches are 
very largely favoring it, all the 
people who have been burdeaed 
and oppressed by this awful trag- 
edy of war and who imagine this 
opens a way to build peace are for 
it, and I don’t see how it is pos- 
sible to defeat it.’ 

“He turned to me and said: 

„Ah, my dear James, I do not 
propose to try tc beat it by direct 
frontal attack, bu. by the indirect 
method of reservations.“ 

Then he told the Indiana sena- 
tor how he would propose reserva- 
tions on this and that to attract 
support from various groups.

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U. S. Has Done Thrilling Job 


IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS. 
Yci may wonder why we have 
American troops at all here in the 
Marianas Islands, since we are 
1,500 miles away from the Philip- 
pines, China or Japan itself. 

Well, it’s because in this Pacific 
war of vast water distances, we 
have to make. gigantic bases of 
each group of islands we take, in 
order to build up supplies and 
preparations for future invasions 
farther on. 

The Marianas happen to be a 


sort of crossroads in the Western 
Pacific. Stuff can go either west 
or north from- here. Whoever hits 
in the Marianas can have his fin- 
ger on the whole wide web of the 
war. 


Thus the Marianas are becom< 
ing the heart of the Pacific war. 
Our naval and military leaders 
make no bones about it, for the 
Japs know it anyhow, but they’re 
too far away to do anything 
about it. 


The Marianas are both thrilling 
and engaging right now. Scores 
of thousands of troops of all kinds 
are here. Furious building is go- 
ing on, Planes arrive on sched- 
ule from all directions as though 
this were Chicago airport—only 
they’ve come thousands of miles 
over water. Convoys unload un- 
believable tonnages. 


These islands will hum through- 
out the war and they will never 
return to their former placid life, 
for we are building on almost 
every inch of useable land. 


Supplies in staggering quanti- 
ties are being stacked up here 
for future use. You can take your 
pick of ‘K-rations or lumber or 
bombs, and you'd find enough of 
either to feed a city, build one, 
or blow it up. 


Fleets can base here between 
engagements. Combat troops train 
here. Other troops come back to 
rest. Great hospitals are set up 
for our future wounded. Pipe- 
lines criss-cross. the islands. 
Trucks bumper to bumper dash 
forward as though they were on 
the western front. Ox-cart trails 
— —— nhc fea into four- 
ane macadam highways for mili- 
tary traffic. st 


There is no blackout in the 10. 
lands. If raiders come the lights 
are turned off, but they seldom 
come any more“ The Marianas 
are a pretty safe place now.

dot the islands. 

Lights burn all night and the 
roar of planes, the clank of bull- 
dozers and the clatter of hammers 
is constant. It is a strange con- 
trast to the stillness that dwelt 
amidst this greenery for so many 
centuries. 

There are 15 islands in this 
chain, running due north and 
south. They string out a total 
distance of more than 400 miles. 
We are on the southern end. 

We hold only three islands, but 
they are the biggest and the only 
three that count. The other is- 
lands are completely “neutralized” 
by the occupancy of these three. 

There are a few Japs living on 
some of the others, but there's 
nothing they can do to harm us. 
The islands we haven’t bothered 
with are small and _ worthless. 
Most of them have no inhabitants 
at all. 

The islands we took are Guam, 
Tinian and Saipan. Guam had 
been ours for many years before 
Japan took it away from us just 
after Pearl Harbor. Tinian and 
Saipan had been Japnese since the 
last war. We took the whole batch 
last summer. 

Guam is the biggest; and south- 
ernmost. Tinian and ‘Saipan are 
right together, 120 miles north of 
Guam. You can fly up there in 
less than an hour, and our trans- 
port planes shuttle back and forth 
several times daily on regular 
schedule. They have to make a 
“dogleg” around the island of 
Rota, about half way up, for there 
are still Japs on it with .50-caliber 
machine guns, and they'll shoot at 
you. 

I've been on all three of our 
islands, and I must admit two 
things—that I like it here, and 
that you can’t help but be thrill- 
= by what the Americans are do- 

E. 

And from all I've picked up so 
far, I think it can be said that 
most Americans like the Marianas 
islands, assuming they have to be 
away from home at all. 

The savage heat and the dread 
diseases and the awful jungles of 
the more southern Pacific islands 
do not exist here. The climate 
is good, the islands are pretty, 
and the native chamorros are nice 
people. 

Health conditions among our 
men are excellent. They work in 
shorts or without shirts and are 
deeply tanned. The mosquito and 
fly problem. has been licked. 
There is almost no venereal dis- 
ease. Food is good. The weath- 
er is always warm but not cruel- 
ly hot. Almost always a breeze 
is blowing. Anywhere you look, 
you have a pretty view. 

Yes, the islands are a paradise 
and life here is fine—except it's 
empty and there is no diversion 
and the monotony’ eventually 
gnaws at you.

the affairs of Fulton county was 
in full evidence at a recent meet- 
ing of the county commissioners 
when two out of five members 
were absent on personal business.

take complete charge of running 
the county. He would be strictly 
accountable to the five commis- 
sioners and would -varrv out the 
policies outlined by them. 

Fulton county is an almost 
$5,000,000-a-year concern. Respon- 
sibility for administering it should 
be concentrated in the hands of 
one competent, full-time person. 
This is sound business pliilosophy. 
And sound business is the basis 
on which public as well as private 
affairs should be run. 

The county commissioners now 
have under consideration a resolu- 
tion asking the Fulton legislative 
delegates to pass a bill installing 
a county manager. A.joint meet- 
ing of the delegates and the com- 
missioners will be held Saturday 
to discuss the matter. Conclusive 
action should be taken while there 
is still time to get a bill passed in 
the general assembly. 

For years the voters and tax- 
payers of Fulton county have 
spoken unequivocably in favor of 
a manager system. Now is the 
time for their elected representa- 
tives to carry out their expressed 
wishes.

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800 Americans 
Perish When 
Jap Ship Sinks 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(4)— 
More than 800 Americans perished 
when U. S. bombers sank a jam- 
med Japanese prison ship off 
Luzon in December, a survivor 
revealed today. 

But he said the bombing actual- 
ly saved American lives, asserting 
that without it even more of the 
1,600 men jammed in the suffo- 
cating holds would have smoth- 
ered. A “great number,” he said, 
already were dead when the 
bombs fell. 

The survivor, Lt. George Karl 
Petritz, USN, 27, of Rockford, III., 
told newsmen the 1,600 were 
packed in three tiny, unventilated 
holds. He said he was in the aft- 
erhold with 800 men, in space not 
big enough to accommodate more 
than 40 normally. Two smaller 
holds held 400 each. 

The ship went down only about 
100 yards off shore, but less than 
half of the prisoners got off the 
vessel, Petritz said, although Japa- 
nese civilians had been taken off 
hours before while the prisoners 
were held aboard under threat of 
rifles, 

30 BOMB CASUALTIES 


The bombing attack caused not 
more than 30 casualties in his 
hold, he said, all of whom died 
12 hours after the Japanese could 
have evacuated them had they 
chosen to do so. Prisoners who 
died from suffocation even before 
the attack were left in the hold 
with no effort to remove them. 

The ship left Manila, presum- 
ably headed for Japan, on the 
night of Dec. 13, and the air at- 
tack began on the morning of the

‘No Nation Is Greater Than

Its Women Margaret Hickey 


By ANNIE LOU HARDY, 
Society Editor. 

“No nation is greater than its 
women,” said Miss Margaret A. 
Hickey, of St. Louis, Mo., nation- 
al president of the Business and 
Professional Women, when she 
addressed the local chapter of her 
organization at a banquet held 
last. evening in her honor at the 
‘Ansley hotel. “As in all wars, we 
have had to depend greatly on 
women’s services,” she continued. 
“They constitute the hidden army 
upon which Hitler in his madness 
failed to count.” 

Miss Hickey, a comely, gray- 
haired woman, who exudes af- 
ficiency and dependablity, is -in 
the city for a visit which has a 
three-fold purpose. In addition to 
delivering a message the Busi- 
ness and Professional Women, she 
will confer today with the War 
Manpower Commission in which 
organization she holds the chair- 
manship of the women’s policy 
committee, and she will also coun- 
sel with the Council of Guidance 
and Personnel Associations as a 
member of the board of repre- 
sentatives. 


“TOMORROW IS TOO LATE” 
Miss Hickey's subject. last eve- 
ning was “Tomorrow Is Too Late.“ 
In expatiating upon the topic, she 
tra women’s part in the war, 
both abroad and on the home 
front, stressing her services on 
the home front where one out of 
every three jobs is held by wom- 
en. Over 19,000,000 were employ- 
ed up to last July, and over 7,000, 
000 of these women are mar. 
ried. Miss Hickey is concerned 
primarily with what is to become 
of these women when the guns 
are quiet and the war contracts 
are c ed. 
“To have democratic employ- 
ment we must re-employ the man 
and the woman who have fought 
so that we here at home have 
never felt the full impact of war,” 
she explained, “and if our em- 
ployment practices are to be demo- 
cratic, then the right of a woman 


to work is just as inviolate as that 
of.a man. But we most promote 
the right of individual women to 
work without, injuring the welfare 
of the whole society.” 

Miss Hickey believes that wom- 
en with small children who do not 
need to work should not be en- 
couraged to stay in the labor mart, 
but that more and more provi- 
sion will have to be made for 
family arrangements based on the 
wife’s working, when it is neces- 
Sary. 

“AID TO DEPENDENT 
CHILDREN” 


believe we must extend our 


present ‘aid to dependent children’ 
so that all American children can 


have adequate educational oppor- 
tunities, health protection and wel- 
fare programs,” she said. The 
programs should begin in the com- 
munities with a closer integration 
of welfare programs with the 
schools in order that we shall do 
more preventive work and less re- 
pair work. Children’s needs will 
not wait until after the war. To- 
morrow is too late, for they are 
growing and needing. A day too 
late may mean a life destroyed for 
all time.“

terday, Mrs. Odessa Henson, a past 
president of the state Federation 
of Business and Professional Wom- 
en, entertained at luncheon in her 
honor at Rich’s Magnolia Room, 
with Mrs. Willard Patterson, a 
prominent member of the Atlanta 
group, as co-hostess.

Miss Hickey, a St. Louis busi- 
ness executive, has built a unique 
career school for women in her 
home city, where she trains secre- 
taries, administrative assistants, 
and future executives. She com- 
mutes, it seems, between St. Louis 
and Washington, where she has 
been busily engaged in recruiting 
the nation’s womanpower for war 
work as a member of the War

Waycross 


Sends Panel

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Group Okays Manpower Bill 
Shifting Penalties to Bosses 


1 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(4)—The Senate Military Committee, 
in approving a revamped manpower control bill today, shifted — . . 
— fine-and-jail penalties from industrial workers to their em- 
oyers 

: At the same time, the commit- 
tee voted for five years’ impris- 
onment and a $10,000 fine for de- 
ferred farm workers who leave 
the farm without their draft 
boards’ permission. 

Almost immediately a move 
was started to substitute the 
house-approved work-or-jail bill 
when the committee measure 
reaches the senate floor. 


Senacor Bailey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, said that if he 
becomes convinced he can obtain 
majority support for the action, 
he will move to displace the com- 
mittee’s bill with the house bill, 
written by himself and Chairman 
May, Democrat, Kentucky, of the 
House Military Committee. 

“The bill reported by the com- 
mittee is not a total effort and 
to that extent I am disappointed,” 
he said. 

The bill, nearly three weeks in 
committee, emerged today by a 
vote of 13 to 4, with one mem- 
ber refraining from voting. By 
no means all of those who voted 
affirmatively actually favor the 
legislation as a whole; their ob- 
ject was to get something out on 
the floor for a showdown. 

The senate measure would ap- 
ply to all persons regardless of 
age or sex. The house bill would 
affect only civilian men 18 
through 45 who had not been spe- 
cifically deferred from the draft 
by law, such as public officials 
or divinity students.
